COOLING OFF BEFORE THE BOOM 
Best informed view in ba nking Is tha t the 
recent Federa l Reserve a ctions to ea se 
money will continue to overcome the cur­ 
rent sta gna tion in the economy.

Will it mea n tight money a ga in, when 
only in the la st few da ys ha ve most of the 
ma jor ba nks in the country cut their prime 
interest ra tes to 51 - per cent? This move 
bega n with Cha se Ma nha tta n of New York, 
the na tion's second ba nk, a nd ha s just been 
joined by the Ba nk of America , the na ­ 
tion’s first ba nk, the First Na tiona l City 
of New York, the third ba nk, Morga n Gua r­ 
a ntee of Now York a nd ma ny others. 
Or will the cure be a ta x move, either up 
or down? A ca se ca n be a nd is being ma de 
out for a ta x cut or rise by the money 
ma na gers. The importa nt news is tha t the 
cooling-off period in the economy is expect­ 
ed to bo short-lived, tha t the expa nsion 
should resume before the end of the yea r, 
a nd tha t something will be done a bout 
infla tion if it becomes ra mpa nt. The money 
ma na gers a re on the job working to keep 
the economy under control with only a lull 
or a pa use now a nd boom a hea d.

NICE WORK 
IF WAYNE MORSE COULD GET IT 


S enator Way ne Morse, generally regarded a * 
th e dov iest of dov es wh en talking about U.S. 
m ilitary com m itm ents in th e F ar Fast, th inks it 
would h e "im m oral’’ if we simp ly with drew our 
« oldiers from South Vietnam. We can’t just scuttle 
and run. h e say s, for we would th en be resp onsible 
for any blx >d h ath th at resulted from turning 
th e p lace ov er to th e Viet Cong. 
I wouldn’t h av e credited W ay ne M oitc with 
such v iews if I h adn't h eard th em coming from 
h is own lip s in resp onse to questions by students 
in th e auditorium of th e Yale Law Sch ool. W h at 
such statem ents imp ly is th at th ere isn’t really 
any p rofound difference between Senator Morse 
and President Joh nson. Th ere is a "concensus” 
h ere, and it is a surp rising one. 
T rue enough , Way ne Morse beat a quick re­ 
treat into th e dov ecote wh en h e adv ocated th e 
substitution of an "international” force for th e 
U.S.. South Korean, and Australian troop s now- 
engaged in Vietnam. He would h av e us "negotiate" 
with Ho Ch i Minh , th e Viet Cong and th e Red 
Ch inese, and forth w ith p roduce a p eace. Th en h e 
would h av e th e UN, or some oth er international 
f 
roup . mov e in to p olice th e term s of th at p eace, 
h e international force would see to it th at th e 
Viet Cong did not m urder Cath olics or Buddh ists, 
or subv ert any agreed-up on coalition gov ernm ent 
by illegal meth ods. 
Th e Morse p rop osition migh t be accep table to 
most of our h awks if th ere w ere any p ossible 
ch ance of working it out. With th e 19 68 elections 
coming up , Ly ndon Joh nson would certainly lov e 
to see an "international" arm y p ull h is ch estnuts 
out of th e fire in Asia. But h ow much ch ance is 
th ere th at th e UN. or any oth er agency for "col­ 
lectiv e security .” will follow up on Morse’s idea? 
To use Morse’s fav orite law sch ool lingo, th e 
"substantiv e" reality of UN p eace does not seem 
"p rocedurally " likely . 
Th e truth is th at we h av e already been re­ 
buffed by th e UN in our attem p ts to h av e th e 
Vietnamese issue p laced on its agenda. Moreov er, 
th e Sov iets h av e sh own no alacrity about bring­ 
ing th e business of a Vietnamese p eace before any 
oth er international 
tribunal. In h is efforts to 
secure negotiations. U Th ant, th e Secretary Gen­ 
eral of th e UN, h as h ad to w ork entirely on h is 
own outside h is own organization. Th e m ach inery 
of th e UN simp ly grinds to a comp lete standstill 
w h enev er any of th e big world p owers confront 
each oth er in any p art of th e world th at h as real 
strategic significance. 
Since World W ar II. th e UN h as h ad some 
p eacekeep ing successes. It h as kep t Arabs and 
Jews from killing each oth er ov er th e Gaza strip ; 
it h as p rev ented m assacres in CYp rus, it 
h as 
cooled p assions in th e Congo. By a strange freak 
of ch ance, th e UN ev en managed to keep th e 
Com munists from ov errunning South Korea. But 
th is was because th e Sov iet UN delegates h ap ­ 
p ened to be staging a boy cott wh en th e question 
| of South Korea was referred to th e Security 
Council by President H arry Trum an. 
Th e sort of p eacemaking and p eacekeep ing 
wh ich S enator Morse adv ocates would inv olv e a 
p rior reconstruction of th e UN. or th e creation of 
anoth er international body with th e teeth wh ich 
th e UN now so consp icuously lacks. In sh ort, w h at 
W ay ne Morse is suggesting is a sudden world leap 
into Utop ia. 
Well, as th e old say ing g'les. it would h e nice 
work if we could get it. Foreign Minister T h anat 
Kh oman of Th ailand recently offered a modest ap ­ 
p roach to th e Morse idea. He suggested th at a 
"regional” group ing of South east Asian and South 
Pacific nations get togeth er with Hanoi to work 
out an accep table p eace. T h anat Kh oman would 
h av e 
Malay sians. 
Indonesians. 
South 
Koreans. 
Jap anese. Form osans. Filip inos. Australians, L a­ 
otians. and h is own Th ai p eop le th resh out a 
decent settlem ent in Vietnam. But noth ing h ap ­ 
p ened wh en T h an at K h om an floated h is trial bal­ 
loon. 
Can W ay ne Morse do any b etter? He say s we 
sh all nev er know until we try . But nobody is 
keep ing h im from try ing. W h y doesn’t h e sp end 
a week or two at th e UN buttonh oling its more 
influential figures? It would be a worth -wh ile ed­ 
ucation. not only for W ay ne Morse but for all th e 
oth er dov es wh o th ink y ou can get "negotiations” 
by im itating S h akesp eare’s Owen Glendower. wh o 
boasted th at h e could call sp irits from th e "v asty 
deep ." Glendower. of course, nev er p roduced.

In Crush of Huma nity, 
Loneliness Is Increa sing

In earlier times th e comp anionsh ip of family , 
v illage and small congregations w as a way of 
life. Sev eral factors are disrup ting th is p attern, 
such as th e urbanization of th e m ajority of th e 
p op ulation w ith 
larger 
and 
larger 
ap artm ent 
h ouses and ev er sm aller family units w h ere one 
rarely knows one’s neigh bors. To th is m ust be 
added th e autom ation of innum erable facets of 
business and industrial life. As a result, satisfy ing 
comp anionsh ip is becoming scarcer and th e loneli­ 
ness of th e city is being m ore acutely felt. 
Som<^ men h av e sough t solitude for contem p la­ 
tiv e th inking but th ere are degrees of solitude 
and a v ariety of way s in wh ich it can affect us. 
Wh en Admiral By rd sp ent a w inter alone in A nt­ 
arctica h e h ad a feeling of great tranquility in th e 
first few weeks but as tim e wore on th is feeling 
was rep laced by anx iety and dep ressed loneliness. 
He concluded th at a m an cannot do w ith out th e 
sounds, smells, touch and v oices of oth er h um an 
beings. 
A lex ander Selkirk, th e Robinson Crusoe of 
real life, wh en rescued from h is island was found 
to h av e lost th e ability to sp eak coh erently . F a r 
from being th e lucid diarist p ictured by Defoe, h e 
h ad suffered such a p ersonality deterioration as 
to be a comp lete social misfit for th e rest of h is 
life. 
T o test th e effects of comp lete solitude Dr. 
Joh n C. Lilly h ad v olunteers float face down in a 
w ater tank sh ut off from all sigh t and sound and 
with oth er body sensations h eld to a minimum. 
An initial p eriod of p leasant relax ation was fol­ 
lowed by m ounting tension, th en after only 2 1* 
h ours, by fantastic h allucinations. No one in h is 
righ t mind would ch oose to be th a t lonely . 
So to com bat th e loneliness imp osed by m od­ 
ern liv ing, p eop le are mov ing or ch anging jobs 
oftener th an ev er before, getting div orced and 
rem arry ing, dining out more and sp ending more 
tim e w atch ing telev ision. Some seek solace in 
alcoh ol wh ile oth ers cling to h ouse p ets or p otted 
p lants for comp anionsh ip . Th e p roblem is esp ecial­ 
ly acute with older p ersons. Alth ough th ere is no 
easy solution it is obv ious th at no one is ev er too 
old to need a p urp ose in life and th at a search for 
comp anionsh ip sup p lies m any of us with such a 
p urp ose. V ariety is not just th e sp ice of life, it 
is a p rim e essential. 


might ta ke some comfort in the knowledge 
tha t folks in sma ll towns get even more 
upset when they ca n’t find a pla ce to pa rk 
their ca rs, sa ys Highwa y User ma ga zine. 
The publica tion reports on a study ma de 
by Alla n Goodwin, a n a ssocia te professor 
a t Ora nge County Community College in 
Middletown, N. Y. 
Ana lyzing the pa rking problems common 
to cities of 50,000 or less popula tion, he 
found tha t the difference is la rgely one of 
a ttitude. 
Sma ll city residents depend on 
their ca rs more tha n those in la rger cities. 
"The la rge city resident is usua lly gra te­ 
ful for a ny pa rking spa ce,” he sa ys, "while 
the sma ll city resident dema nds tha t he be 
a ble to pa rk nea r his destina tion.”

Pistol Train in g ” carried in an issu e ot the official jou rn al of the 
Nation al Rifle Association of America. 
The article is v ery in terestin g bu t it m u st m ake a lot of men 
u n comfortable. In stead of a kiss at the door, a weary hu sban d 
cou ld be g reeted with—“w hat do y ou mean y ou had to work ov er­ 
tim e?" (shot) 
The pistol train in g cou rse echoed its first blast in a qu iet part 
of Florida—Orlan do. A series of late-su m m cr robberies an d as­ 
sau lts on women trig g ered the cou rse (n o pu n in ten ded). Mrs. 
Emily Bav ar, m em ber of the Sen tin el staff made all the arran g e­ 
men ts with the Police D epartm en t an d the school for free in stru c­ 
tion was du bbed “Pistol Packin g Posse.” 
Accordin g to the article, 2,500 loaded (with g u n s) women 
showed u p for the first lesson . 
On han d to dem on strate an d in stru ct the women were Capt., 
Jack Stacey an d Lt. Jam es P itts of the Orlan do departm en t. Pitts 
said: "When I first saw th at mob of women with all those g u n s, 
I was scared to death ............... ” 
Each woman sig n ed a waiv er releasin g the n ewspaper an d police 
departm en t from an y liability . The cou rses con sist of dem on stra­ 
tion shootin g : in stru ction in the u se of firearms, the leg al re- 
i spon sibility that g oes with it. an d actu al practice at poin t-blan k 
ran g e. 
To reliev e the police departm en t du rin g a period cov erin g v a- I 
cation s, the McCdy Air Force Base au thorities prov ided in stru ction 
becau se “Air Force person n el are a part of the commu n ity of,
